Interim Groups Investigate 401 Proposed Bills

It looks as though the Assem­ 
bly interim committees will 
have their work cut out for 
them between now and the 
1961 session. A record total of 
340 bills were sent by the 1959 
session to the rules committee 
for reassignment to an interim 
group. On additional 61 Assem­ 
bly measures were referred by 
the Senate to its interim com­ 
mittees for study.

As was expected, the Assem­ 
bly followed its previous prac­ 
tice by designating it? regular 
standing committees to act dur­

ing the interim period. Using I one item, and cut the total for 
one multipurpose resolution all twenty-five percent below 

the amount spent during thefor the task, instead of a sep­ 
arate one for sach group, the 
Assembly established twenty 
four groups to carry its inves­ 
tigations of more important 
problems for the next two 
years.

Like the Senate, which cut 
the number of Interim commit­ 
tees to thirteen and imposed 
other restrictions on them in 
the interest of economy, the

the expenditures of its fact- 
finding groups. It lumped all 
amounts of their expenses into

1957-59 interim.

THE NUMBER of joint in­ 
terim committees, on which 
members of both houses serve, 
was also reduced considerably. 
Many of these were created in 
1957 to carry out special proj­ 
ects, and the legislation result­ 
ing from their studies went 
through the mill during the 
1959 session. Several others 
were consolidated into one 
joint interim group to deal

The 340 items to be studied 
rover a wide range of topics. 
Some of them are topics which 
irnved to be knotty problems 
when first brought up, so more 
time is required to work out 
details of acceptable legisla­ 
tion. Others proved to be con­ 
troversial for one reason or an­ 
other, so time is needed   to 
work out appropriate compro­ 
mises on their provisions.

To pick out only a few items 
as examples, here are some of 
t're matters which Assembly 
committees wil be taking up 
during the months to come:

FIRST is one which is in 
tended to reduce the cost of 
civil suits, and end long delays 
in closing them.

A cash distribution ol 
$204,478 under an employee 
savings plan in which the Com­ 
pany adds as much as 30 pei 
cent of the employees' savings 
was made today to more than 
270 employees of the Torrance 
plant of Union Carbide Chemi 
cats Co.

Employees saved $211,755'of 
their own money through this 
plan during the last two years 
and the Company added 
$52,723.

The plan contains provisions 
for short-term savings and 
long-range investments or a 
combination of both. This flex­ 
ibility, which is one of the 
outstanding features of the 
plan, permits employees to s«t 
iside cash for distribution 
every two years and also pro­ 
vides the choice of long-range 
nvestment in either U. S. Sav- 
ngs Bonds or Union Carbide 

stock. Savings plans were made 
available to Union Carbide em- 
>loyees as (early as 1935.

ANOTHER would revise and 

>roaden the law which pro­ 
hibits state and local officials 
from having any interest in 
contracts let by the public 
agencies with which .they are 
connected.

A fifth would extend the pro­ 
tection of law to those who 
jurchase service warranties or 
contracts on household appli­ 
ances and other similar proper- 
.y. It would subject the sellers 
of such warranties or contracts 
;o supervision by the insurance 
commissioner and require de- 
josits from them to asure per- 
'ormance of the warranties.

The last would prohibit the 
sale of gasoline or diesel fuel 
containing more than a sped- 
'led amount of contaminants 
s'uch as1 su'lfu'r or acic?.

From this brief review, it 
appears the Assembly interim 
groups will be pretty busy dur­ 
ing the coming months.

Cheaper to Convert Sea Water 
Than Import Fresh, Says Chapel

Many areas of the United 
States, including Southern Cal­ 
ifornia, will soon find it less 
expensive to convert sea water 
into fresh water than to trans­ 
port fresh water over great 
distances to areas of fresh wat­ 
er shortage. Chemically and 
physically, it is a simple pro­ 
cess to convert sea water to 
fresh water right now, but it is 
still comparatively expensive. 
Conversion costs, however, are 
becoming smaller while the 
costs of pumping freshwater 
from one place to another are 
increasing daily.

In a few parts of the United 
States, it is already cheaper 
to convert sea water to fresh 
water than it is to develop new 
sources of freshwater.

THE SALINE Watef Div. of 
the U. S. Dept. of the Interior 
reported recently that the con­ 
sumption of water per person 
has Increased from a rate of 
530 gallons per day in 1930 to 
1600 gallons per person per 
day in 1959. These figures 
seem fantastic but it must .be 
realized that this includes not 
only drinking water, bathing 
water, and cooking water, but 
also the water needed for ag­ 
riculture and industry.

Furthermore, the population 
of the United States is increas­ 
ing so fast that by 1980 there 
will be 200 million people in 
the United States and the con­ 
sumption of fresh water will 
be twice what it is today.

IN SOME sections of the 

United States, the best present 
solution of the water problem 
is a more intelligent use of 
fresh water now available, but 
In Southern California we 
must look to the ocean for 
water within the next twelve 
to fifteen years, even if the 
California Water Plan, some­ 
times erroneously called the 
Feather River Project, is 
adopted into law.

In 1952, it cost $5 per thou­ 
sand gallons to convert sea 
water into fresh water, but it 
now costs only $1 per thou­ 
sand gallons.

Brackish water is saltish 
water, or salt in a moderate 
degree, such as water in salty 
(saline) soil, which is nauseous 
and distasteful for drinking 
purposes. Brackish water can 
be converted at a cost of 30

to 60 cents (I repeat   centsJ 
per thousand gallons, This bJ 
important because there is ir{ 
California a vast amount 
brackish water which can 
converted into fresh water.

"The laws of this State d 
not contain any provisioi 
prescribing a m i n i m u n 
wage for general applicatioi 
to all private employment 
Section 1182 of the Labo 
Code provides only that th< 
Industrial Welfare Commis
 sion may fix '. . . A mini 
mum wage to be paid t 
women and minors engaged 
in any occupation, trade, or 
industry in this State, whicl 
shall not be less than 
wage adequate to supply the 
necessary costs of prope 
living to, and maintain th 

. health and welfare of sucl 
women and minors . . . 
The wage so fixed is the le 
gal minimum wage for suci 
women and minors, and th 
payment of a smaller wag 
is unlawful (Lab. C., Sec 
1197).

"Even with respect t 
women, however, the wag 
orders of the Commissioi 
exempt from the minimun 
wage established women en- 
ployed in administrative, e> 
ecutiye, or professional ca 
pacities (Cal. Adin. C. Sec; 
11040-11180, 11310-11480). 

"In view of the foregoln 
there would appear to V 
nothing in the existing sta_ 
law which would prevent a1' 
apartment house owner froj 
employing a couple at a ver 
low wage to manage his 01 
tablishment. It follow 
therefore that leglslatio 
would be required if it is d 
sired to prevent such pra 
tlce.
